ladlanapolls, Ind., Aug. 4 — Chail< s 
W. Fairbanks, senior United States 
senator from Indiana, was Wednesday 
formally notiOed of bla nomination for 
ivlce inrealdent of the United Statea by 
the rcpiiblicnn national convontion. 
The notification address was inadi' by 
Ellhu Root, ex socretary of war, who 
waa temporary chairman of the con- 
rentlon. The exerciaea were held on 
the wide veranda of Senator Fair- 
banks' beatitlful home at Sixteenth 
and Meridian streets. In the presence 
of members of the notification com- 
mittee, consisting of one member from 
oach state and territory, the governor 
and other atate officers of Indiana, the 
republican candidates for state office, 
the Indiana republican congressional 
del*{:ation, Indiana delegateH and al- 
ternates to the national convention, 
the state central committee and the 
Republican Editorial association. All 
theae had been eapeciaUy invited. On 
the lawn surrounding three aides of 
the residence and extending far on all 
Hides beneath the Krcat forest trees 
were several thousand friends, nelgh- 
bora and political supporters of the 
ae^lor aenator. Massed in .a body 
were 1,000 membera of the Marion 
club, who had acted aa escort for the 
distinguished visitors. Flags were 
seen everywhere. The house was i lab- 
orately decorated, and on on<- side of 
the lawn two large tents were top- 
ped by waving bannera. The day 
waa one of the most beautiful of the 
^ year. 

The exercises were held on the ve- 
randa, the esperially invited micsts 
were aerved with luncheon in large 
teota on the lawn. The general public 
waa aerved with light refreahmenta In 
the bouse and a photograph of the can- 
didate and committee was taUen from 
the steps of the veranda. The meni- 
bers of the notification comniilee be- 
gan arriving on early morning trains. 
Shortly after noon the journey of one 
and one-half mllea north, beneath the 
overlappitfg trees of Meridian street, 
began. Gathered at the residence 
were 6,000 people. Senator Fairbanl<s 
and Mrs. Fairbanks received the com- 
mittee and especially invited guests, 
and with little delay Mr. Root and 
Senator Fairbanks led the way to the 
veranda, where seats were arranged 
for all. An enihiisiastic grettinR wai 
accorded the two spiala'rs as they ap- 
peared on the viranda. The denion- 

straUop lasted for several minutes, 
during which tbe laembara of 4ht com- 
mittee were seated. Mr. Root with- 
out preliminary addressed himself to 
the formal notification. Senator Fair- 
banks was given another ovation as 
he arose' to accept the nomination. 
Both apeecbes were met with frequent 
outbursts of applanae. As Senator 
Fairbanks concluded there were oor- 
deal greetings, and after a photograph 
was taken the party was escorted to 
one of the large tents on tbe lawn 
when luncheon was served with light 
refreshments in tbe house.

Eight Railroad TrainB Were Kept 
Busy Carrying Wounded Sol- 
dlert Into the City. 



Japanese, While Driven Back, Have 
By No Means Been Beaten, 
and a Renewal of the Fight > 
la Expected. 

Che Fco, Aug. 4. — The steamer Wu- 
chow, which has Just arrived here 
from New-Chwang, brings further de- 
tails of tbe latest Japaneae aaaault on 
Port Arthur. When nearing Che Foo 
the Wuchow picked up a junk carry- 
ing seven men, four women and one 
boy who left Port Arthur Tuesday. 
They report that the fighting north of 
the city of Port Arthur occurred at 
Wolf Hill, and waa aangoinary, result- 
ing in the repuTke of the Japanese. 
This hill is situated near the railroad, 
and eight trains were kept busy bring- 
ing the wouiiiied soldiers into the city. 
The wounded men from tbe east forti 
reached Port Arthur in all kinda of 
vehicles, many, however, oomlng on 
foot, dragging shattered Itmba. The 
R\issi,nis \mite in declaring that the 
fortress will never fall, but they ex- 
pect that scarcely a building will be 
left in the city where now there is 
scarcely a whole pane of glass. 

The Wuchow confirms the statement 
that the fighting abated during the 
night of July 28. but had not com- 
pletely subsided when the refugees 
left. The Russian fleet, from its an- 
chorage, shelled tbe advancing Japan- 
ese, after returning from wlutl aaams 
to have been a reoonaoittriac nuuMu- 
ver. 

The Chinese arriving here WedlMg* 
day night say that the Japanese actu- 
ally raptured two lightly garrisoned 
forts on the eaat shore, but abandoned 
them whan their conradea ivora re- 
pulsed from other positions. The 
Russians, however, insist that this is 
untrue. The forts nt Vvrt Arthur bris- 
tle with guns, including many of 8- 
inch calfber, but the naval artillery- 
men are alleged to have indicted tbe 
heaviest loss on tlie Japanese. 

The Japanese, while repulsed, have 
by no means been lieaten, and a re- 
newal of the fighting was expected 
when the Junk departed Tuesday from 
Port Arthur. Among the prisoners 
captured during the engagement on 
Wolf's mountain was a Japanese lieu- 
tenant carrying a freshly written let- 
ter stating that the fighting had been 
severe and the Japanese losses were 
heavy. The Japanese are now occu- 
pying the outposts trenches which 
they captured from tbe Russians. 
Both Japanese and Russian fleets are 
reported to be In excellent condition. 
Contraband goods for the Japanese 
continue to leave Cha Foo via Wei- 
Hai-Wei. 

Capt. Baldwin'a Alrahlp. 

Oakland, Cel.. Aug. 4.— Capt T. C. 

Kaldwin made another ascension Wed- 
nesday with his airship from Idora 
park. He ixjse to a height of about 
500 fet t and then sailed northward 
for a distance of about ten blocks In 
a slight breeze, made a turn, came 
back and deacanded in tha padc. 

Four Caaea of Yellow Fever. 

Mexico City. Aug. 4. — Four cases of 
yellow fever are reported at Tehaun- 
tepee. Vera Cruz has one case in the 
hospital, but no new cases, Meridn 
liad from the fifth to the last of July 
2S cases of yellow fever, one dying 
and another being cured.

In a Riot at the Yards Wednesday 
Night Two Policemen Were Seri* 
oualy Injured and 28 Rietera 
Were. Arreated. 

Chicago, Aug 4. — The thr(>at'ned 
spread of the stockyards strike to out- 
siile Industries came Wednesilay night 
when an order waa Issued by tbe 
Teamstera' union prohibiting drivara 
of ica wagons from making any deliv- 
eries to retail merchants who, since 
the packing house teamsters went on 
strike, have been hauling meat from 
tbe yards in their own wagons. Aa 
the refrigerators in tbe meat markets 
do not hold enough lee to last longer 
than 48 hours, if the order cutting oft 
the supply of Ice can be enforced, it 
means that the majority of p('()i)le in 
Chicago will be compelled to go on 
short rations as far as meat is con- 
cerned. The ofilcials of tbe Teamsters' ' 
union have appointed pickets to watch 
the meat markets all over tlw (ity 
and these men have .been insinu ted 
to see that the boycott is carried out 
to the limit 

In a riot which broke out at the 
yards Wednesday night two policemen 
were Injured and 28 rioters were ar- 
reated after having been beaten into 
Htibjiigation. The trouble started 
when five strike breakers from one of 
the machine shops in one of the pacl:- 
ing plants were leaving the yards and 
tried to board a street car to go to 
their homea. Despite the signals of 
the strike breakers the nioiormen on 
12 cars refused to stop, and a crowd 
i-tanding iiearl)y t.eeing a g<i<Hl oppor- 
tunity to get revenge on the non-union 
men, commenced hurling stones at 
them. Two policemen who weie 
guarding tbe entrance went to the 
assistance of the non union men. but 
the rioters by thia lime had grown in 
niiinbers so rapidly that fully a tlum- 
sand angry men were trying to get at 
the strike breakers. Retreating back 
into the machine shop, the policemen 
sent in a riot call for reinforcements. 
When the additional pulicenien arriv- 
ed a charge whs made on the rioiers. 
The crowd was armed wiih l.i.cks and 
Stones and when the polieeuien start- 
ed forward every man who could find 
room enough threw a brick. 

Two of the bricks went true to the 
mark and two of the polieeuien drop- 
ped in tluir i racks, having been hit 
on till 1. 'I'liev were picked up 

by their companions and tal<en inside 
the machine sKbps^ where it was found 
that one of them. Patrick Ryan, was 
suffering from a fractured skull. The 
otluf |iolicenian was not so seiiouslv 
h'lii.
